TWO MAIN AGENCIES 


Police and Firemen Are The 
Two Most Important 
Departments 


LAHASKA, Sept. 22 — Frankly 
stating that apathy on the part of 
the public toward Civil Defense is 
primarily caused by over elabora­ 
tion of plans and their unrealistic 
execution, Brigadier General Wil­ 
son H. Stephenson, IT. S. A,, Ret., 
of Lshaska, today released a sum­ 
mary covering the organization of 
Bucks County’s Auxiliary Police 
and Warden Service of which he is 
commanding officer. 
"When all is said and done," Gen­ 
eral Stephenson declared when in­ 
terviewed," the hulk of responsi­ 
bilities in safeguarding a civilian 
population and its property against 
the hazards of a big-scale em er­ 
gency must be shouldered by two 
agencies . . . Fire and Police. 
"The first of these two protective 
elements has long been readied in 
Bucks County to cope with any 
such situation which may arise, no 
matter where or when. 
"Fifty - six 
splendidly equipped 
lire companies located at strategic 
points throughout the county pro­ 
vide a day and night network of | 
protection 
against 
conflagration 
perils. No big city fire department 
can boast of more up to the minute 
fire-fighting apparatus or personnel 
better trained than the county's 
more than six thousand volunteer 
firemen. It was a wise step indeed 
when 
the County Civil 
Defense 
Council created a separate division 
In its plans comprising these fire 
companies and left sole direction 
to their experienced and trusted 
bead. William L. Stackhouse. 
“A division of similar character 
has been created for Bucks Coun­ 
ty’s Auxiliary Police and Warden 
Service. 
This will be patterned 
somewhat after the organisation of 
the county’s fire companies and 
will be no more military in Its set­ 
up than is theirs.

Money for Christmas 
In Machines 


DOLE8TOWN. Sept. 22 
Carl F. 
Schnabel. West Rockhill real estate 
broker, was acquitted by a Jury hut 
directed to pay the costs. Schnabel 
wa* being tried for .Possession of 
*lot machine* which were found
